Grants in Lieu of Business Taxes 


Treasury branches, liquor stores, Alberta Government Tele- 
phone offices and all like commercial provincial agencies will be 
paying a grant in lieu of business tax soon, the Hon. F.C. Colborne, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, forecast at the convention Thursday. 


Introducedby his cousin, Mayor R.B. Colborne of Wetaskiwin, 
Mr. Colborne, in a keynote address, said that in response to AUMA 
1968 resolution No. 10, he expects legislation will be introduced to 
allow the province to give a grant in lieu of a business tax for its 
crown commercial agencies where a business tax is levied in a mu- 
nicipality. 
111 RESOLUTIONS 


One hundred and eleven resolutions were dealt with. Of 
these seventy-four were adopted and then presented December 12 to 
the Executive Council, Government of Alberta. Four of the seventy- 
four dealt with matters of concernrelated to the Government of Can- 
ada, such as the Canada Pension Plan, income tax, dangerous drugs, 
and postal lock boxes. The following are of particular interest in 
Municipal Affairs: 


ASSESSMENTS 


All exemptions on real property for municipal purposes are 
asked to be discarded in order that municipalities may recover their 
municipal servicing costs by assessment and taxation (54). 


A commission with adequate resources and expertise is sug- 
gested for the purpose of reviewing all aspects of tax and revenue 
sources for municipalities and school boards (58). 


Resolution number 71 argues that mobile homeowners do not 
pay a fair share of municipal, education and hospital costs, and asks 
for a change through legislation. 


Resolution number 97 callsfor a repeal of exemptions on all 
nursing homes. 


COUNTY ACT 


County Council school representatives should be selected 
by population according to resolution 22. 


Resolution 47 asks urban municipal representation at Federal- 
Provincial conferences, and the Secretary Treasurer's Association se- 
cured approval for resolution 93 asking that all requisitions be sub- 
mitted by February 15th to permit earlier urban budgets. 


HOMEOWNER TAX 


Old age pensioners electing to rent or board elsewhere other 
than their ownhome by reasons of age or health should retain a home- 
owner tax discount according to resolution number 41. 

Resolution number 43 asks the province to pay the homeowner 
tax discount directly to the municipality to save administration costs. 


MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT ACT 


Nine resolutions under this heading dealt with such matters 
as drainage liability, delegation of licensingdiscretions, maintenance 
of buildings, encumbrances on gift lands, noise levels, eligibility for 
municipal office when in arrear of taxes, powers for a municipal 
parking authority, proposed road closures and continued access for 
urbanites of rivers and streams, and finally a joint Department of 
Municipal Affairs ---- AUMA study to propose principles and guide- 
lines in lieu of detail in the Municipal Government Act. 


MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS ACT 


A change in voting hours from 10:00 a.m. - 8:00 p.m. to 
11:00 a.m. - 9:00 p.m. is asked (64). Residence requirements are 
asked to be eased to allow a voter temporary absence to seek per- 
sonal improvement (66).

MUNICIPAL TAXATION ACT 


Section 137 of the Municipal Taxation Act is suggested for 
amendment to allow installation of utilities as a local improvement 
in centres of less than 300 residents. This would permit such amu- 
nicipality to assist autility company infinancing capital expenditures 
within the municipal boundaries (105). 


PLANNING 


Resolution number 48 asks for help with costs of plan can- 
cellations and consolidations. 


Number 51 suggest authority for the Executive Council to 
change provisions in the Planning Act between legislative sessions. 


Number 52 suggests amending the appropriate legislation to 
require that all taxesbe paid in full before the plans of a sub-division 
are endorsed by an approving authority. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 


A trial of daylight saving time is requested in resolution 
number 37. The trial would run from April Ist to October 31st in 
1970. In the last provincial election May 23, 1967,daylight saving 
time was defeated by a majority of 2.5%. Urban areas generally 
voted in favour and rural areas were heavily against. 


LORD'S DAY ACT ---- PETITIONS 


The convention called for an amendment in theLord's Day 
Act to provide that any petitions for changes in the Sunday law must 
be signed by 5% of the population to force a plebicite on the issue. 
At present a plebicite can be forced by a petition from 5% or 2,000 
electors, whichever is the smaller number. 


Number 96, an Edmonton resolution, was adopted urging 
the province to provide supplemental accomodation grants for pen- 
sioners whether they own their homes or rent.

| Four resolutions (14, 15, 16, and 17) were answered in an- 
other part of Mr. Colborne's speech when he announced that, as a 
result of earlier submissions by a number of municipalities, the gov- 
ernment recently decided to provide subsidization to municipalities 
for their costs in providing shelter, guarding, meals and medical care 
to those retained and released without formally being charged for 
intoxication. 


The subsidy is $5.00 per person and was effective October 1. 
POLLUTION CONTROL 


The PMAC is studying factors relating to a proposal to exempt 
industry from assessment and taxation of its pollution control equip- 
ment and property required for it, Mr. Colborne also said. 


»MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE ACT 


Resolution number 35 suggests a review of the formula for 
Municipal Assistance grants to provide a per capita consideration. 


| HOUSING ACT PROVISIONS 


Minimum property standards are asked to be extended from 
urban renewal to all urban property (74). 


PROVINCIAL POLICE? 


In a last flurry of business Friday, delegates passed a resolu- 
tion asking the provincial government to re-activate its plan for a 
| provincial police force to assist towns and villages in policing (108). 


GREEN CARD BAN SOUGHT 


In its dying moments, the convention also passed: 


e A Calgary resolution asking that all vehicle owners have in- 
surance for their vehicles before being issued a carlicense. Ineffect, 
the resolution indicated that the unsatisfied judgment fund -- green 
card --be disbanded, - makingevery driver obtain private insurance. 


e An Edmonton resolution asking the government to establish a 
two-price system or other effective means for differentiating between 
natural gas consumed in the province and natural gas exported; also 
the allocation of a portion of all natural gas for use within the prov- 
ince.

CERTIFICATES OF TITLE 


o A duplicate is held by each municipal secretary 


Each time a Land Title Office has made a new Certificate 
of Title since 1962, a duplicate copy on yellow paper has been sent 
to the Department of Municipal Affairs. In turn the Department has 
sent the yellow copy on to the secretary of the appropriate munici- 


pality. 
Although these certificates do not show liens, incum- 


berances or any later alterations of the title, they do serve to provide 
the municipal secretary with a record of the current title holder. 


Land Titles Registrar, Emil Gamache, has said his studies 
indicate that the average land title in Alberta is likely to change 
hands every 20 years. Thus by 1982 or shortly thereafter (that is, 20 
years from 1962) most municipal secretaries should find that theirfile 
of these forms will provide them with a nearly complete record of 
land titles in their municipalities. 


The municipal secretary should also find these duplicate 
certificates to be useful in providing information for persons making 
inquiries as to registered owners of land parcels in his municipality. 
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1969 MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE GRANTS 


' 
AS DISTRIBUTED UNDER THE MUNICIPALITIES ASSISTANCE ACT | 


The Municipalities Assistance Act provides an appropriation 
equal to one-third of the petroleum and natural gas royalties collected 
by the Province during the immediately preceding year. The Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs allots unconditional grants to all municipa- 
lities from this appropriation each year. 


Essentially a per capita grant, the allotments are equalized by 
the municipal ability topay asmeasured by theper capita assessment; 
- andthe municipal need, as measured by the density of population . 


Since its inception in 1951, 


the annual appropriations have 


provideda total of $292,298,062.00 in outright grants that municipal 
councils have been able to spend unconditionally for any purpose with- 


in their jurisdiction. 


The appropriation for 1969 is $33,773,845.00, an increase of 
9.2% over the 1968 amount of $30,904,830.00.

Each municipal allotment of the Municipalities Assistance 
Grant is calculated by a formula based on three factors: 


e Population - as established by the last federal census 
or latest subsequent census taken by the municipality . 


Per-Capita Assessment - calculated by dividing the an- 
nual equalized assessment as determined by the Alberta 
Assessment Equalization Board by the population. 


Density of Population per Township - established by 
dividing the population by the actual area of the mun- 


icipality. 


Essentially each grant is a per-capita grant equalized by 
the "ability to pay" as measured by the per-capita assessment 


and by the "need" as measured by the density of population.

The first edition of the Municipal Finance Reporting Manual 
was published in 1942.

Housing 


One of the most pressing problems to which we have turned 
our attention in recent weeks has been the housing problem. Concern 
about the shortage of housing and, in particular the shortage of low 
cost housing has been expressed in many quarters and in many ways. 
Public concern has been expressed by citizens’ groups of various kinds. 
Representatives of municipal bodies have expressed these concerns 
through direct contact with myself. The Albertahomebuilders, indi- 
vidually and collectively, have expressed their concerns, and the 
Alberta Housing Council recently met with the Alberta Cabinet to 
outline the special problems which they face at the present time in 
attempting to provide for this province much needed housing units. 
|, in turn, have just returned from a visit to Ottawa where | met with 
the Honourable Robert Andras, federal Minister responsible for hous- 

ing, and with Mr. Hignett, the head of the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, and at this meeting | outlined the concerns of 
the Province of Alberta in a brief presented to the Government of 
Canada on behalf of this Province. 





Demand is rising 
AU ee) 


In our brief we tried to stress as forcefully as we could that 
‘the shortage of housing today demands that housing be considered the 
‘top priority need of our country, and that the effort to meet this 
housing need should not be limited by monetary measures to control 
inflation. We recognized the fact that the control of inflation is a 
“matter of serious importance to our country, but we pointed out that 
the solution to this problem could very well prevent us rather than 
aid us in solving the problem of housing at the same time. There is 
no question of the fact that housing construction has been used as an 
effective economic regulator in the management of Canada's econ- 
omy, and for this reason house construction has followed a rather 
sporadic course. At the same time the demand for housing has risen 
rather steadily to the place where supply has fallen far short of the 
need. We argued therefore that it seemed to be unwise that housing 
construction, which is so vital to the needs of all Canadians, should 
continue to be used as an economic regulator, on the contrary it is 
our view that housing construction should be insulated from the ups 
and downs of the economy in order that its supply may be geared to 
the requirements of the Canadian people, and in order to do this it is 
necessary that the money market for housing be insulated from the 
effects of a necessary inflation control programme. 


Private enterprise should meet the major need 


lt seems to me that we cannot successfully pursue a monetary 

policy that limits the total supply of development funds in our country 
unless we can, at the same time, ensure that the most desirable kinds 
of development are financed before the least desirable kinds of de- 
velopment. This is not happening at the present time with respect to 
housing. Our first objective should be to obtain a maximum effort 
from the private enterprise sector of our economy in the construction 
of new housingunits. Only in this way can we minimize the need for 
Government involvement and the pressures of Government for public 
housing. If the private sector of our economy is not enabled to build 
all the housing it can there will be increased demands for more and 
more public housing subsidized by taxation, and while | believe that 
public housing should be supplied to meet the need, the need itself 
should be minimized wherever possible and a full effort by the private 
“sector is necessary in achieving that goal. It is a matter of record in 
‘our rovince that there are developers who have projects ready to go. 
They are even prepared to pay the high interest rates presently being 
‘asked in the money market, but even at these interest rates lenders 
have no money to lend for housing, and there can be no doubt that 
this shortage of mortgage funds for housing exists because other lower 
priority kinds of development are being financed by the lending in- 
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COST HOUSING: coo THE DEMAND IS RISING! 


Lenders money goes elsewhere -- not to housing 


The same problem of obtaining mortgage funds exists in all 
parts of the Province and it is interfering with our efforts to take ad- 
vantage of opportunities which exist to meet the needs of some people 
for low cost housing. An example of this is the satellite housing pro- 
gramme which we have been experimenting with at the villages of 
Holden and Ryley, in the County of Beaver, where even with Govern- 
ment guarantees so that there is no risk whatever to the lender we are 
finding that no money is available for this purpose. 


We believe that within certain broad limitations the areas 
surrounding Edmonton and Calgary offer a definite potential for in- 
creasing thesupply of low cost housing for persons who are prepared 
to commute from satellite towns and villages to the core cities. We 
have been carrying out some preliminary studies with respect to this 
potential and we have found that a significant number of people are 
already on their own initiative exploiting these possibilities. Our 
preliminary figures indicate that possibly 30% of the labour force of 
some communities close to Edmonton and Calgary are already com- 
muting to these cities while living ina satellite community. We 
would like to make it possible for more people to do this in conjunc- 
tion with a programme that would enable them also to obtain housing 
at a lower cost than it can be obtained in the cities. However the suc- 
cess of such a programme will depend upon our findingsome means of 
insuring that such developments can be financed. 


| am happy to say that our presentation to Ottawa was well 
received by Mr. Andras and we have his assurance that he is striving 
to achieve theobjectives which we outlined. It would appear, how- 
ever, that we will likely have to wait until the new Federal budget 
is presented before we will know the extent to which the Federal 
Government is prepared to go in ensuring that the needs of housing 
in all its aspects are fully met. Once we know this it will then be 
necessary for us inAlberta to make our own plans to take full advan- 
tage of all federal programmes and to develop our own complementary 
programmes wherever it is necessary tofill theneeds not being met by 
the national government. We realize full well that the housing 
problem is not confined to our major cities and their satellites, but 
that there are many hamlets in rural municipalities and urban commu-' 
nities throughout Alberta that have been experiencing thesame prob- 
lems. There is no doubt that the growth of some of the hamlets and 
our smaller urban centres is being hampered by the lack of housing, 
and it will be our intention to give attention to all areas where this 
problem exists. e

ALBERTA STATUTES REVISED 


The statutes of Alberta, which is a compilation of all pro- 
vincial legislation presently in force, is now being revised and con- 
solidated by the Legislative Counsel, Alberta Department of the 
Attorney-General. 


The job is expected to take two years, and calls for the 
consolidation and publication of all valid legislative acts and any 
amendments to them passed since the last revision in 1955. 


This is the fourth revision of the statutes since Alberta be- 
came a province in 1905. Revised statutes were published in 1922, 
1942 and 1955. 


When the revision work is completed, aproclamation by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council will bringthe newstatutes into force.
